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A BRIDGE. 

The necessity of a traffic bridge 
across the Saskatchewan river at Ed- 
monton is being forced upon the pub- 
lic attention more strongly every day. 
The immense increase of travel ever 
since the completion of the railway 
has rendered the ferry, which was 
formerly a not unpleasing incident 
in a long and wearisome journey, a 
veritable bar to progress. The deve- 
lopment of the trade of theimmediate 
district, consequent upon ease of ac- 
cess and increase of papulation, is but 
a small affair compared with the 
great development of trade with the 
Mackenzie river region ; which trade 
crosses the Saskatchewan at this 
point. Not only is a bridge necessary 
to facilitate trade and travel into the 
country, but it is even more necessi- 
ry to facilitate exports of the coun- 
try’s produce, which exports are the 
only basis of permanent prosperity. 
These considerations should be sutti- 
cient to induce the federal govern- 
ment to construct a bridge at Edmon- 
ton as a work of public utility ; but 
they do not appear to be so, True, 
they have not refused tobuilda bridge. 
They could scarcely do that, after 
building bridges less needed at Battle- 
ford, Calgary, Macleod and Leth- 
bridge. But on the other hand they 
have not promised to build it. Any 
action they may have taken or pro- 
mised to take is solely on the line of 
delay. 

While a bridge at Edmonton would 
be a work of public utility in the 
largest and most complete sense of 
the word, it isan absolute necessity 
to the business interests of this town. 
Although our progress has been rapid 
since the completion of the railway, 
owing to the sturdy confidence of 
our people in themselves and their 
town a point is rapidly being reached 
where mere confidence must be back- 
ed up by action, Owing to geograph- 
ical position and capital invested 
Edmonton can hold the trade of the 
region north of the Saskatchewan 
against all comers, but it must he 
admitted that without most 
ready and easy access to the railway 
terminus it is not in a position to 
secure the full benefit of the large 
influx of people which has taken 
place this season; and without the 
most easy means of crossing the river 
it must be at a disadvantage in hold- 
ing the trade of the south side. It 
is our business when we find our | 
selves at a disadvantage or likely to 
be ata disadvantage, to secure the 
removal of that disadvantage. No 
matter who else should do it, it’ is 
our best policy to do it ourselves, 
rather then allow it to remain for a 
day longer than is necessary, Now 
that our town council is considering |
